Vacation Travel 
Ahead Of Last Year 


TALLAHASSEE — Vacation 
travel to Florida is running ahead 
of 1961 and it will get an added 
boost from the elimination of the 
federal travel tax. 

"Florida Development Commis- 
sion Chairman - Director Wendell 
Jarrard recently predicted that 
“We are already assured of an ex+ 
cellent tourist year. And the ac- 
tion by Congress eliminating the 
10 per cent tax on train and bus 
tickets and cutting the plane fare 
tax from 10 to five per cent is cer- 
tain to give travel to Florida by 
common carrier an added shot in 
the arm.” 

Jarrard said there were other 
barometers which confirmed his 
predictions. 

“Take the revenue from the 
State Road Department's 10 
toll projects as an expample,” 
he said. “During the first 10 
months of this year, these pro- 
jects collected more revenue than 
they did in all of last year or all 
of any previous year. While some 
of this increase undoubtedly re- 
sulted from greater use by ~ resi- 
dents, there can he no doubt that 
a substantial part-came from a 
larger volume of tourists.” 

The commission’s figures show 
an estimated 10,225,223 tourists 
came to Florida in the first nine 
months of this year, compared to 
9,985,078 for the ‘same period in 
1961. ~
